Sir: 

As provided in detail in the attached, the patentee respectfully requests that a 
Certificate of Correction be granted in the above-identified patent to correct minor 
clerical, typographical or grammatical errors a mistake in a patent, incurred through the 
fault of the Office. 

Under 37 CFR 1.322, "The Commissioner may issue a certificate of correction 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 254 to correct a mistake in a patent, incurred through the fault of 
the Office, which mistake is clearly disclosed in the records of the Office at the request 
of the patentee or the patentee's assignee." 1 

The Patentee furthermore requests Expedited Issuance of this Certificate of 
Correction in accordance with MPEP § 1480.01. Specifically, this section provides that: 
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In an effort to reduce the overall time required in processing and 
granting Certificate of Correction requests, the Office will expedite 
processing and granting of patentee requests where such requests are 
accompanied by evidence to show that the error is attributable solely to 
the Office .... Where the correction requested was incurred through the 
fault of the Office, and the matter is clearly disclosed in the records of the 
Office, and is accompanied by documentation that unequivocally supports 
the patentee's assertion(s), a Certificate of Correction will be expeditiously 
issued. 

The patentee filed a Rule 312 Amendment on June 29, 2004 (received by OIPE 
July 1, 2004), requesting correction of claims 49 and 56, which correspond with claims 
57 and 66, respectively, of the resulting U.S. Patent No. 6,841,432. Specifically, the 
Amendment requested addition of ", for electrically isolating said plurality of thin film 
transistors from one another," in the oxidizing step of claims 49 and 56. 

In a Response to Rule 312 Communication mailed November 17, 2004, the Rule 
312 Amendment was disapproved, and the Response asserted that "the proposed 
amendment is not supported by the originally-filed specification or figures" (Paper No. 
11122004). ■ i ' 

However, the patentee filed a Request for Reconsideration of Rule 312 
Amendment on December 20, 2004 (received by OIPE December 21, 2004), presenting 
detailed arguments as to why the Rule 312 Amendment was supported by the originally- 
filed specification or figures. The Request for Reconsideration was not acted upon by 
the Office . Specifically, the Request for Reconsideration included the following 
arguments regarding support for the feature of electrical isolation in claims 49 and 56 
(issued as claims 57 and 66; also, please note, claim 63 during prosecution issued as 
claim 74): 

Initially, it is noted that allowed claim 63 in the present application 
already recites this feature. Presumably, claim 63 does not suffer from a 
lack of support. Therefore, it should follow that claims 49 and 56, as 
amended, do not suffer from a lack of support. 

In any event, electrical isolation of thin film transistors is discussed 
throughout the specification and drawings, for example, at page 1, line 
14+; page 4, line 1+; page 11; line 2+; page 16, line 2+; page 25, line 8+; 
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Figure 6(A); and in the abstract. In particular, it is noted that the Summary 
of the Invention beginning at page 4, line 6, teaches the following: "The 
present invention comprises electrically isolating the elements (e.g. the 
transistors) from each other not by cutting the silicon film but by selectively 
and thermally oxidizing the silicon film in the temperature range of from 
500 to 650 °C. The silicon film to be oxidized may be either an amorphous 
film or a crystalline film." Therefore; the originally filed specification and 
drawings fully support the feature of oxidizing a crystallized semiconductor 
film for electrically isolating a plurality of thin film transistors from one 
another. Reconsideration of the disapproval and entry of the Rule 312 
Amendment are respectfully requested. 

An Issue Notification was sent in late December 2004, and the patent issued 
January 11, 2005. 

The patentee respectfully submits that the Request for Reconsideration clearly 
identifies the support for the feature of electrical isolation. Because the Request for 
Reconsideration was not acted upon by the Office, the patentee's arguments regarding 
support for the Rule 312 Amendment were not considered, the Rule 312 Amendment 
was not entered, and errors resulted in claims 57 and 66 of the issued patent. 

The patentee respectfully submits that these errors are the result of an Office 
mistake in the handling of the Request for Reconsideration, Therefore, the patentee 
respectfully requests entry of the Request for Reconsideration and correction of the 
claims in accordance with the same. Specifically, in claim 57, line 10, and in claim 66, 
line 10, after "and" the patentee requests addition of --, for electrically isolating said 
plurality of thin film transistors from one another,-. 
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As the errors were incurred through the fault of the Office, a fee is not believed to 
be necessary. Should it be determined that a fee is necessary, any deficiencies or 
overages in any fees due in connection with this patent and the requested actions 
should be applied to Deposit Account No. 50-2280.
